Poll tax for women voters of Geor- 
ia is $1 per year, but when a voter 
ails to pay taxes at the time stipu- 

lated by law, the amount is $3 

This statement was given out Mon- 
day by the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters and was made after 1¢ports 
published recently with reference to 
women’s poll taxes. It follows: 

The following numbered facts are based 
upon the law and upon the statement of 
Attorney General Napier. made in response 
to a letter from W. 8. Richardson, tax 
collector. 

1. The poll tax is a state tax and is 
$1 a year. 

® All men must pay this tax. but only 
women who vote are requir to pay it. 

2. If a woman has once registered, she 
owes $1 poll tax each year unless she goes 
to the courthouse personally and has her 
name atricken from the registration lists. 

4. If she fails to return or to pay the 
tax at the proper time, fees are charged 
until the tax may amount to $3 a year. 

5. In the event that she fails to have 
her name stricken from the _ registration 
lists. and also faile to pay her poll tax, 
she cannot legally vote until all of her back 
poll taxes and fees are paid. 

. Any woman who up to this time has 
never registered and wishes to vote should 
take the following steps: 

ia) Go to the courthonse to the office 
and return

(b) Go to the office of tax collector ta 
the courthouse and register. She is then 
on the permanent state and county registra- 
tion lists and is properly registered as long 
as she pays the poll tax.

This 
must be done every year, (By the state 
law one is not eligible to vote in city 
elections unlesa the poll tax has been at- 
tended to.) 

fe) If the above directions are followed 
early in February, a woman will be on all 
the voting lists for the entire year and 
never will more than $1 have to og paid 
each year. . 

Atlanta women over 21 years old 
can qualify to vote in the city bond 
election by performing the following 
requirements, according to a ruling 
Monday of James L. Mayson, city 
attorney: 

1. Women who have voted before must 
pay up all taxes now due, including the 
poll tax of $1. 

2. If they have had their names taken 
off the registration lists and have a cer. 
tificate to that effect, or if they have 
never voted before, they can now register 
and vote. No taxea for 1026 are yet due, 
but all 1925 taxes must be paid,

FROST PREDICTED 
IN FRUIT BELT. 

Macon, Ga., Mareh 15.—(4)—Geor- 
gia’s peach crop, believed to have been 
cut in half. by the freeze of Saturday 
night. was in jeopardy again tonight. 
The weather bureau forecast a heavy 
frost with a temperature as low as 
o4 degrees. 

Many growers fear that the peach 
settings, not already killed, but weak- 
ened by the freeze, may be damaged 
by the frost. 

Even with a loss of 65 to 7 per 
eent of the blooms, growers believe, 
the crop this year will come within 
1.000 cars of last year’s crop of a 
little more than 15,000 cars. 

Reports collected by peach experts 
today indicated that the damage from 
the freeze is greater than first expect- 
ed. The survey of the situation, by 
the Georgia Peach Growers’ exchange, 
and by the railroads, will not be com- 
pleted until the latter part of the 
week, 

PEAR CROP HURT 
IN ALBANY SECTION. 

Albany, Ga., March 15.—C?)—A 
belief that the peach crop in this sec- 
tion “was not badly hurt” by the 
freeze Sunday, but that considerable 
damage had been done the Alligator 
pear industry, was expressed 
morning by County Agent J. Irwin 
Davis, and coneurred in by J. P.

coming the world’s laughing stock. 

Brazil Not Popular. 

Most of the Central and South 
American states do not approve of 
Brazil’s demands for a_ permanent 
seat and resent Senor Mellor France's 
pretentions as the Rio de Janeiro gov- 
ernment’s mouthpiece and representa- 
tive of the western hemisphere. Bra- 
zil is a former Portuguese colony, ; 
whereas practically all the others are | 
former Spanish colonies and believe | 
the Argentine is the rightful represent- | 
ative of their continent. 

The Buenos Aires government, how- 
ever, has not been represented in the 
league since the opening session in 
1920, when Senor VDuerrydon de- 
manded the immediate admission of 
Germany. and, when the assembly re- 
fused. stalked out of the meeting. 

With Germany joining the league, 
it is expected that Argentina will re- 
sume its participation in the Geneva 
activities. as Buenos Aires recently 
paid up five years’ dues. 

This afternoon's action of the 10 
states is considered a death-knell for 
trazil’s hope for a seat, and con- 
siderably clarifies the situation.

Von Hindenburg's close friends, who 
believe it impossible for him to re- 
main at the helm of the government 
if Herr Luther and Herr Stresemann 
fail in their efforts to enter the 
league council alone. President Von 
Hindenburg signed the decrees of, the 
Locarno treaties with the distinct un- 
derstanding that the east border would

Berlenbach Bout.

Madison Square Garden, New York, March 15.—Mike McTigue suc- 
cumbed to Father Time and the savage rushing attack of Jack Delaney, 
of Bridgeport Monday night and heard himself counted out for the first 
time in a long and honorabie ring career 


The old Irishman’s finish came in the fourth round, when Patsy | 


Haley, the referee, stopped the bout with only a second to go. 


MeTigue was kneeling by the side 
of the ring, his head through the 
ropes, practically out, when Ilaley 
xtepped in. Mike had staggered to his 
feet before the fatal ten had been 
counted, but would have been knocked 
out completely in another round. 

The Dublin boxer, who once held 
the world’s light-heavyweight cham- 
pionship, went into the fight carrying 
too great a handicap of age. He is 
234 on the record books, and actually 
older, Delaney is 26. Mike was just 
in there to exhibit his defensive skill 
and stay the limit, if he could. 

It looked for a time as though the 
ex-champion would succeed in lasting 
the limit, but in the fourth, Delaney’s 
lucky round, the Bridgeport boxer 
caught Mike with that famous right 
upperent. 

Down went MeTigue for the first 
time in his career, to take the count 
of nine. He came up and Delaney 
flew at him like a tiger. 

Mike Out on Feet. 


Letting fly with everything at his 
command, Delaney quickly had Mike 
groggy and practically out on the 
ropes, McTigue sank to his knees, his 
head outside the ring, and the time- 
keeper beat out the count. 

Before the word “ten,” Mike was 
up, but Patsy Haley had stepped be- 
tween them just before the bell ended 
the round. . 

Mike was helped to his corner, a 
badly heaten boxer, knocked out for 
the first time in 15 years’ fighting. 

The ring trembled and = shook  be- 
neath the weight of the semi-finalists 
-as Jack DeMave, of Hoboken, 187, 
and Johnny Grosso, of Mount Vernon, 
186, went into action like a couple of 
bull rhinos, 

It was slam-bang, hammer 
tongs, from the first bell. 

There was more action in the fifth 
round than has been seen since the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight. DeMave caught 
(;rosso with a left hook and knocked 
him through the ropes, so that the 
Mount Vernon boxer’s body balanced 
on the middle rope, teetering up and 
down like a scale. -He came back on 
his feet in the ring and went down

Geneva Situation. 


While not exactly saying I told you 
so, the average man in Wall street is 
not surprised at the Geneva stuation. 
It was what was expected and will 
be expected as long as old fashioned 
diplo acy continues. The average 
Wall street man has a pretty poor 
opinion of old-fashioned diplomacy, 
preferring the American fashion of 
putting the cards on the table face up 
to lead to an understanding and agree- 
ment that will be kept. While not 
professing to know the faets the aver- 
age Wall street man feels that the 
real cause for what has happened at 
Geneva started at Locarno, 

As the Geneva situation is under- 
stood here, it is only a hang-over from 
the Locarno conference, at which Ger- 
many and France were trying to get 
the best of each other. The average 
Wall street man thinks it is about 
time that Germany and France had 
sense enough to quit trying to dou- 
ble-cross each other and make an hon- 
est effort at constructive cooperation. 
It is expected here thet old-fashioned 
diplomacy will continue: at Geneva 
until it becomes necessary to compro- 
mise. In the meantime this country 
is caring less about trying to help 
bring about a lasting understanding 
between France and Germany, until it

Today’ February merchandise foer- 
eign trade statement shows that for 
the second month this year imports 
were larger than exports.

New York, “March 15.—Erratic 
fluctuations in stock prices today were 
accompanied by marked uneasiness 
over the Beigian financial situation, 
occasioned by a precipitate drop of 
almost half a cent in the frane and 
reports that loan negotiations in Lon- 
don had struck a snag, caused scatter- 
ered selling of Belgian bonds, but the 
declines were limited to a point or 
less. The present uncertainty is not 
expected to interfere seriously with 
arrangements for a new international 
loan, although it may delay discus- 


gions. 

Railroad obligations followed the 
dowuward trend without developing 
acute weakness, although the same 
motives apparently accounted for the 
selling in both markets. Seaboard Air 
Line issues were hardest hit, four of 
them falling one to two points on dis- 
turbing rumors regarding Florida real 
estate speculation. Norfolk and West- 
ern convertible 6s dropped 4 points, 
and the Censolidated 4s a point, but 
Coast Line and Southern 
in the face 
of breaks in these stocks. Pennsyl- 
yania 4s of 1952, Union Pacific re- 
funding 4s and Southern Pacific col- 
lateral 4s also yielded to selling pres- 
sure, but some of the St. Paul, New 
{aven and Denver and Rio Grande 
issues displayed independent strength. 
Florida East Coast 41-2s were aided 
by the prompt oversubscription of the 
road’s new $15,000,000 bond issue. 

An $18,000,000 bond offering for 
the new Carolina Power and Light 
company has been scheduled by a syn- 
dicate headed by W. C. Langley & Co. 
Proceeds will be used for construction 
of new hydro-electric properties. To 
finance harbor improvements begun 
before the war, a $3,500,000 issue of 
25-year 61-2 per cent bonds of the 
Canadian Rail and Harbor Terminals, 
Ltd., of Toronto, will be marketed to- 
morrow through a syndicate headed by 
White, Weld & Co.. The bonds will 
be priced at par.

‘Reports that the Canadian 
pool had sold 2,000,000 bushels wheat 
for export overnight was not reflect- 
ed in the action of the Winnipeg mar- 
ket which closed 1 5-Se lower. 

Political developments were report- 
ed as the main factor in causing a de- 
cline of 2 3-4@3 1-4d in Liverpool 
and May wheat in that market went to 
about 7e under Chicago, an abnormal 
difference. Buenos Aires was weak 
and 3 3-4@4e lower with March 
$1.37 1-2 and May -$1 41 3-4, part of 
the decline in the later market be 
ing due to a difference in the exchange 
rate. The seaboard reported a slow 
export demand for cash wheat from 
abroad, and in some quarters the 
claims of large pool sales were taken 
with reserve. 

The trade had anticipated a good 
reduction in the domestic visible sup- 
ply of wheat and were not disappoint- 
ed, the reduction being 1,580,000 
bushels, bringing the total down to 
87,045,000 bushels ‘against 66,083,000. 
bushels last year. About 30 per cent 
of this year’s total is durum. Local 
stocks are down to 167,000 bushels 
of which about 100,000 bushels are in 
regular bids. Favorable crop reports 
were received from the southwest and 
had a depressing effect on the new 
crop futures. 

While trade in-corn was light, the 
undertone was heavy and some stop 
loss orders were uncovered on a break 
to 77 1-2c, the latter showing 1 1-4c 
under Saturday’s finish. Sellers of 
bids had to protect themselves on the 
way down, while a rally which came 
toward the last was in sympathy with 
wheat. Cash corn basis was 1-2c 
higher to 2c lower with a very limited 
eastern demand. Ohio and Indiana 
continue to undersell Chicago. Onut- 
side interest in oats futures were lim- 
ited while the eastern cash demand 
was slow. Liquidation was on in rye 
with weakness in Duluth having some 
effect, and more than offset claims of 
export sales at the seaboard to the 
continent.

For Trace of Ensore’s Comet 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Chicago, March 15.— Astronomers 
all over the world have been sweep- 
ing the heavens ever since the latter 


part of January, trying to solve the 
sudden disappearance of KEnsores 
comet. This celestial swashbuckler 
“which was due for a dazzling dem- 
onstration tonight. probably rivaling 
the brilliancy of Halley’s comet, has 
mysteriously dropped out of sight. 
While there are many conjectures, 
the theory most generally accepted is 


that the comet approac hed too near |

Ensore’'s comet was 
an astronomer in South 
middle of last December. It was due 
in this part of the world about Feb- 
ruary 15 and should have blazed out 
in full glory tonight with a complete 
tail and a red face. When last seen 
it was about 20,000,000 miles from 
the sun and twice that distance from

the earth. That was the last of Jan- 
uary, but despite the closest vigil, it 
has not been seen since in the north- 
ern skies. Had it run true to form, 
it should have entered the sixth mig- 
nitude by this time and be visible to 
the naked eye. 

A pec uliar combination of heat and 
electrical forces cause expansion and 
the comet becomes celestial jellyfish. 
This may have been the fate of En- 
sore’s comet, according to Professor E. 
B Frost, of Yerkes observatory. Af- 
ter a period of years, the comet may 
extricate itself from the sun's power, 
cet back into training and resume its 
rip-roaring career. But, for the pres- 
ent, the latest celestial marauder ap- 
pears to have fallen into grief 
some sort. Barring accidents, it 
should have been visible in northern 
skies at least through powerful tele- 
scopes, by this time. One peculiar 
trait of. Elnore’s comet is that when 
it was discovered in South Africa it 
was 500 times brighter than it was 
when astronomers in Poland were able 
to view it. At the time of discovery 
ic was about 30 degrees from the south 
pole, at about the eighth magnitude.

Hartselle, Ala., March 15.—(?)— 
The discovery that one or two mail 


pouches, placed in the Louisville and 
Nashville depot for the early south- 


bound train, were missing, injected a 
new angle tonight into the investiga- 
tion by officers of the robbery of the 
Bank of Hartselle early today.

murder trial Monday. 

Giving in to the public’s demand 
for a glimpse of the man who stood 
the whole town on its head for seven 
days the authorities put Carter in a 


bull pen outside the courtroom so
